tor and Emancipator, and this prior to a dis- 
closure of the object of our concern. Here 
we found one-of the meek men of the earth 
lin Exim. Wamurr, (a minister amongst them) | 





|—we found a humble, unassuming votary of | 
jthe religion of Christ. He mourned over 
the situation of his fellow-beings, groaning 
in hopeless bondage. We had given shelter | 
to an old worn-out fellow worm, who had | 
| been released from servile bondage, but not | 
iuntil his head was whitened with age; and, 
now he was dependant upon our friend for | 

| maintenance. | 
| We must not dwell upon our visit to this | 
| good man, Suffice it to say, our pen is in- | 
jadequate to portray the instruction we res 
| 








| ceived from the lips of this truly good and 
; self-denying brother. 
| He accompanied us some distance through 
ithe woods, within sight of the road, and we 
| were directed to Jonas Causey’s,* as being | 
a suitable place to remain until the next | 
day. We were received with every mark | 
|of politeness by himself and family, and} 
| pretty soon informed them that our object | 
! was to converse with them. ‘We are abo- | 
| litiomists,’ we exclaimed. ‘This was sufficient | 
/to insure a cordial welcome, and such we | 
jreceived. We inquired how many families | 
| of them were settied there, and were in- | 
| formed about twenty. We were astonished | 
to find them in so comfortable a situation, | 
| some owning land from 10 to 80 acres. On| 
|many tracts were erected very comfortable | 
houses. Every indication of economy and | 
| industry was observable. Some of tie set- | 
itlers are living on leased Jand: these, of | 
course, labor under more accumulated disad- 
vantages than those who have bomes of their 
lown. We visited a fainily, on the evening | 
|of our arrival, by the name of Whitefield, | 
, and were informed while there that they had | 
had a school amonyst them about eleven | 
pate since they had resided there. The | 
lfather of this family called bis little daugh- 
| ter of ten vears old, to read for the company, 
| (several colored men having heard of our ar- 
rival and calicd to see us.) The child 
obeyed—opened tue Bible, and read two 
i chapters with ease, without miscaliing one | 
| word, that either of us observed. The re-| 
| maining portion of the evening was devoted | 
to conversation on the very important sub- 
ject of abolition. They informed us they 
jhad believed it right to form a Society. 
| Many of them are originally trom tie slave 
States—are well acquainted with that 14Np- 
iMAID of snavery, which thou hast so long 
stemmed the popular current to oppose.
